DECISION ON NEW 
SUPERHIGHWAY IN 
COUNTY DEFERRED 


State Commission Wants to 
Give Property Owners 
Along Conway Road 
Time to Submit Plan. 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
Designation of the route for the 
proposed superhighway through 
St. Louis County, from the city 
limits and Clayton road, westward 
through Bellefontaine, was de- 
ferred by the State Highway Com- 
mission yesterday, after hearing 
protests of property owners along 
a part of Conway road, which is 
included in the proposed route. 


These owners were given time to 
prepar: report on a suggested 
alternat:. route. The projected 


road will cross the Missouri River 
on a bridge to be erected between 
Chesterfield and Weldon Springs. 

The commission evidenced inter- 
est in the protest of the property 
owners that the proposed highway 
would damage a district that is be- 
ing developed with beautiful coun- 
try homes. The delay was at the 
suggestion of Chairman C. D. Mat- 
thews, who indicated the commis- 
sion would be willing to change the 
plans, if a satisfactory substitute 
could be devised. 

The protest was made on behalf 
of 35 owners of property along 
Conway road, west of Denny road. 
By agreement with the commis- 
sion, Benjamin A. Wood, an attor- 
ney and one of the spokesmen for 
the delegation, Was selected to 
make an investigation of the cost 
and feasibilify of a suggested alter- 
native route, which includes the 
Hibler road and a westward ex- 
tension of that road. 

Another Conference Proposed. 

When the investigation is com- 
pleted Wood will confer with#hief 
Highway Engineer T. H. Cutler, 
and another conference will be 
held with the commission. Cutler 
said at the hearing that prelim- 
inary surveys made by department 
engineers showed the Hibler road 
route was the next best choice to 
the Conway road route. He said 
the Hibler route would be about 
one mile longer than the Conway 
rond route. 

“T gon’t see why we cannot wait 
and have a full inquiry into the 
advantages of the Hibler road 
route, as to the cost, possible ob- 
jections and feasibility,” said Chair- 
man Matthews. “We will leave it 
that way, for the present, and per- 
haps a solution may be reached 
that will be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned.” 

The plans of the highway de- 
partment call for a broad highway 
extending from St. Louis along 
Clayton road to a point west of 
Denny road, where two highways 
would diverge, one road going 
north to/Conway, and over that 
road to the Olive Street road, 
through Bellefontaine, crossing the 
Missouri River over a proposed 
bridge near Chesterfield, and con- 
necting with United States High- 
way No. 40 at Wentzville. The 
other branch would continue on 
Clayton to a connection with the 
Manchester road, near Ellisville. 

The highway, as planned, would 
be 40 feet wide, with an eight-foot 
shoulder on each side, and would 
require a right-of-way 100 feet 
wide, to provide for future widen- 
ing. 

Personnel of Delegation. 

The delegation appearing before 
the commission on behalf of the 
Conway road property owners in- 
cluded Wood. George F. Tiffany, 
Louis Rosen, president of the 
Westwood Country Club, near Con- 
way and Ballas roads; John Noves, 
former Circuit Judge Samuel Ro- 
senfeld, a member of the West- 
wood County Club, Sol Gross and 
Cc. W. Wipke. 

Wood said the delegation repre- 
sented virtually all of the owners 
ef property on Conway, west of 
Denny road. He said these owners 
had selected the district for coun- 
try homes and had expended large 
sums in developing the property, 
assuming it would have permanent 
advantages as a residence district 
and would be free from heavy traf- 
fic. 

Construction of the road, as pro- 
posed, would require condemnation 
of wide strips of property fronting 
on the present road and wouwld 
seriously damage some of the prop- 
erty, Wood said. Several owners 
are holding their plans for homes 
im abeyance pending a decision on 
the new highway, and would not 
carry them out if the Conway road 
route were selected, he said. 

Wood declared the owners would 
Oppose the plans and condemna- 
tion of the property would be nec- 
essary, which would make the cost 
of the right-of-way excessive.

Highway Commissioner to File 
Mandamus to Bring Subject 
Before Court. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
The first steps toward filing of a 
friendly suit to test the validity of 
the additional State road bond is- 
sue of $75,000,000, voted last No- 
vember, were taken yesterday 
when the State Board Fund Com- 
missioners ordered the sale of $7,- 
500,000 of the bonds, and State 
Auditor L. D. Thompson refused to 
register the bonds, on the ground 
of irregularities. 

The State Highway Commission, 
through its counsel, will file a 
mandamus suit in Supreme Court 
within the next few days to com- 
pel Auditor Thompson to register 
the bonds. Attorney-General 
Shartel, representing Thompson, 
will file an answer setting up ail 
the points that can be raised on 
validity of the bonds, and the case 
will be submitted to the Court for 
a decision. 

The procedure was agreed upon 
following a conference between the 
Board of Fund Commissioners, of 
which Thompson is a member, and 
the State Highway Commission, 
which was meeting here. 

Immediately after the Board of 
Fund Commissioners

No. 1 of the new series, with a par 
value of $1000, was presented to 
Thompson for registration. Thomp- 
son filed a letter with the board 
refusing to register the bond “be- 
cause of irregularities.”
